LIVING IN OTHERS. 


FIFTEEN YEARS AGO 
Times Moved on Anniversary Day: 
Although the fact was unheralded. 
Saturday, October 18, the day the 
Times moved into its new building, 
was also the anniversary’ of its birth. 
Seventeen years ago, the Times, then 
known as Progress, issued its first 
edition. 
The beginning of a daily news­ 
paper in Gettysburg dates back to 
1884, when A. P. Seilhamer estab­ 
lished T ruth in the Eckert build­ 
ing. As its name implies it sought 
to tell the truth and rare bits of 
scandal was seized as choice news 
stories. In 1889 T ruth died and for 
an interval of more than ten years 
Gettysburg 
was without a daily 
paper. 
Not discouraged by his first a t­ 
tempt, A. P. Seilhamer returned to 
Gettysburg in 1901 and established 
Progress, a daily. The plant was 
looted in the building th at now 
houses Mills’ store on Baltimore 
itreet. 
Here it existed about a year when 
it was sold to M. A. Garvin, of G et­ 
tysburg. He moved the outfit to the 
Mi shier building on Chambersburg 
street and later to a building along 
the 
W estern 
Maryland 
railroad 
tracks. As Progress moved into the 
Mishler 
building 
it changed 
IU 
name to The Times, which it has 
kept ever since. 
After some tim e the plant was 
Again moved—this time to the J. E. 
Wible building on Carlisle street. 
It was here th a t the paper, then 
owned by a company, went into the 
hands of receiver. 
Despite the discouraging outlook, 
Ralph Buvinger, a stranger, came 
to Gettysburg and bought what lit­ 
tle equipment th at still remained 
and began the uphill struggle. Mr. 
Buvinger published The Times about 
a year and a half. In 1909 it came 
into the hands of the present m an­ 
agement. A m onth before the tran s­ 
fer took place the plant was moved 
from Carlisle street to the Eckert 
building on the Square, where it 
remained for ten years. 
Up until this time, The Times

knew him as their friend. 
He satisfied his soul by a w andering life in 
their m idst—and bequeathed to posterity a wealth of beauty as its share 
of the life which he chose to live. 
W hen this body dies, th a t which lives forever, and which becomes 
immortal, is th a t p a rt of us w'hich we have generously lived in others. 
And no m an ever has known how m any lives have profiited by w hat 
he has sent out from him self. 
I t would please George Gissing—if he 
had but lived to know—th a t he had so blessed the life of this w riter. And 
how happy it would have m ade M ichael Fairless had she but known th a t 
literally millions would someday grow richer and richer because of the 
beauty which she breathed from her sick-bed to a great world. 
Living in others is the only satisfying life to live. 
T his is why the 
m otherhood of the world is its richest asset! 
The boy, or girl, suddenly throw n upon his or her own resources, 
comes strangely to realize how greatly a father or m other lived w ithin his 
or her own life. 
We owe a deathless allegiance to those into whose lives we have en ­ 
tered, though none of these lives may be conscious th a t we are their 
silent visitors.

by Dr. Hugo Eckener, fam ous com ­ 
m ander of the G raf Zepplein, a t a 
luncheon in his honor a t th e Art 
club. 
Prelim inary to establishing the 
service, it is planned to m ake a 
series of dem onstration flights be­ 
tween Lakehurst, New Jersey, and 
Friednchshafen, 
Germ any, 
begin­ 
ning about the middle of next July, 
Dr. Eckener said. 
Three 
dem onstration 
flights 
a 
m onth on a schedule of 48 hours for 
the eastw ard voyage and 60 hours 
for the westward will convince the 
public of the practicability of the 
plan, he said. The world’s largest 
airship, the LZ-129, nearing com ple­ 
tion in Germany, probably will be 
used in these flights. 
Dr. Eckener said he was going to 
Lakehurst Saturday to inspect the 
facilities there and th a t he was con­ 
vinced th a t an agreem ent will be 
reached with the navy departm ent 
for the use of the air station for the 
prelim inary flights. 
No Site Selected 
Philip HL Glesden, president of the 
Cham ber of Commerce, revealed he 
has urged Dr. Eckener to consider 
establishing the perm anent A m eri­ 
can term inal a t proposed air-m a- 
rine-rail center at Hog Island, but 
the veteran air navigator m ade it 
plain th at, while several Am erican 
cities have extended invitations, no 
site has been selected. 
Dr. Eckener was the guest of Am o 
P. Mowitz. Germ an consul in this 
city, and the luncheon was attended 


by some 30 men prom inent in busi­ 
ness and civic circles and in G er- 
m an-Am erican organizations. 
The proposed airship service, Dr. 
Eckener said, would reduce th e tim e 
of transatlantic voyages by about 
one-third and predicted th a t after 
the line was in operation the east­ 
ward voyage could be m ade in 45 
hours and the westward in 55 hours.

of state police who aided in round­ 
ing them up at Crown Point. 
The “witnesses” had been spirited 
from Crown Point to Monticello and 
then brought to th is city. 
Barce 
had indicated th a t from them he 
expected to obtain information on 
which at least th ree persons could 
be arrested on charges of aiding 
Dillinger to escape. 
The 
assistant 
attorney

said, however, th a t no immediate 
arrests are contem plated but de­ 
clared 
the 
investigation

terminated. 
Barce 
released 
the 
“witnesses" j 
soon after his re tu rn to this city 
from Hammond where he conferred 
Thursday afternoon with Robert G.
